On the heels of the opening of Men­ 
dels Brothers shirt factory in Center 
Square, the American cigar plant on 
Carlisle street, the Eagle silk plant 
on Buford avenue and an announce­ 
ment of an addition to the furniture 
factory, is issued 
a statem ent 
that 
Gettysburg is to have a canning fac­ 
tory. 
Rumors of a proposed fanning fac­ 
tory have been floating around Get­ 
tysburg for many weeks but it was 
not until today that the plans had 
become sufficiently definite to be an­ 
nounced 
by J. I. Burgoon, 
Springs 
avenue, who was at the head of the 
hardware business at the Department 
store for ten years. 
D. E. Yingling, a farm er from Sil­ 
ver Run, Maryland, is to be associated 
with Mr. Burgoon in the latest ven­ 
ture started in Gettysburg. 
Seventeen 
acres 
of land 
located 
northeast of the 
furniture 
factory 
along the W estern Maryland railroad 
tracks have been purchased from the 
M artin Wanter estate by Mr. Burgoon 
and Mr. Yingling, and erection of a 
canning factory on th at site is ex­ 
pected to start within 
a few weeks. 
The factory building will be forty by 
sixty feet 
and a storage 
plant of 
equal dimensions will be erected also. 
Between fifty and sixty employes, 
mostly girls, will be needed to help 
can National Park tomatoes and Na­ 
tional Park 
peaches 
which is 
the 
name selected for the new brand. 
It is the intention of the firm of 
Burgoon and Yingling to start their 
enterprise in a small w-ay and to in­ 
crease their production as their busi­ 
ness w arrants. 
They intend to can 
apples at the end of the summer and 
then possibly to handle even more than 
three 
articles. 
Their plans at 
the 
present time are still 
tentative to 
some extent. 
Gettysburg was selected as the site 
for their plant, according to Mr. Bur­ 
goon, because he and Mr. Yingling be­ 
lieve it is the logical place for such 
an industry. 
O rrtanna, 
Biglerville, 
Aspers, and other places in Adams 
county have canning factories, they 
point out, and they think that the 
county seat should be represented in 
this industry that is bound to grow in 
one of the greatest fruit sections of 
the east. 
Erection of their plant will mark 
the fifth new industry for Gettysburg 
in less than one year.

The first turn of the wheels of th at 
plant was the first step in the devel­ 
opment of an industry which 
local 
residents hope will reach great pro­ 
portions fn Gettysburg, such propor­ 
tions as will keep pace with the rapid 
progress promised in the 
furniture 
and cigar making industry here. 
“We will expand just as fast as we 
can secure employes,” is the oft re­ 
peated statem ent of officials of the J. 
H. and C. K. Eagle company. 
A rthur 
E. Jones made that statem ent again 
and expressed hope that 
the present 
size of the Gettysburg plant could 
soon be doubled. 
Only 
fifteen girls started in work 
when the plant began operation but 
that number is only a handful to what 
the Eagle men expect to employ later. 
Failure of machinery 
to arrive 
has 
prevented opoprtunity for more per­ 
sons to be given employment hut this 
difficulty is exjiected to be overcome 
by next Monday when the men are 
taken on.
